State To Pay Half and 


Eliminate Tolls In 


Short Time. 


A proposal whereby the state 
would pay $74,900 for the share of 
the Louisville toll bridge which is 
owned by a private company has 
been placed before Cass 'and Sarpy 
county commissioners for their ap- 
proval, Governor Bryan 
declared 
Saturday 
Under this plan the 


counties would be compensated out 
of tolls for the money which they 
put in the structure and '*• would 
become a free bridge. 
The bridge over the Platte river 
was built three years ago with the 
intention of being taken over by 
the state eventually. The Louisville 
Bridge Co. put up one-half of the 
money for its construction and Cass 
and Sarpy counties paid one-fourth 
each. 


Appraisement of the bridge at a 


figure satisfactory to the state has 
prevented the state acquiring the 
property. Negotiations began last 
spring and the railway commission 
made an appraisal as required by 
law. 
It found the bridge worth 


$177,240. based on the cost of the 
structure. 
Governor Bryan declared this was 


too high in •View of depreciation of 
the property, decline in prices and 
the amount of tolls collected so far. 
The company. which is backed by 
the Omaha Steel Works that con- 
structed the bridge, agreed to a 10 
per cent decrease. Bryaryhad the 
state engineer make an appraisal 
which placed {he value at $149,800. 
The company has agreed to this 
appraisal, Bryan said, and it has 
been placed before the 
counties 
which are expected to accept The 
counties could continue to charge 
toll on the structure, after the state 
had paid the company one-half of 
the appraised value, until they had 
been repaid for their expenditures. 
The state money would come out of 
the bridge fond. 
Bryan said he hoped the structure 
could be made a free bridge in the 
near future. "It should not take 
long for tolls to pay off the rest of 
the bridge debt." Bryan said, "since 
interest charges on half the cost 
would be eliminated by the state 
payment."

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Johnson Acts to 
Block Evasion of 
Restaurant Code 


Rules Owners Must Not 


Deduct Meals From 


Employes' Pay. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—«>}—To 


block possible evasions of the presi- 
dent's re-employment agreement, 
Hugh S. Johnson today ordered a 
modification of the restaurant in- 
dustry agreement to prohibit own- 
ers from charging employes for 
meals. 


Johnson's order, as given out 


through the administration's policy 
board, said:

"It has come to the attention of 
the policy board that charging for 
meals was not a common practice 
in the restaurant industry prior to 
the passage of the national indus- 
trial recovery act 


"This being so." we considered :t

agreement for a restaurant oper- 
ator who had not charged his em-

The modified agreement also pro- 
vides that "gratuities shall not be 
considered a part of the remunera- 
tion of any employe." 
The wage section of the agree- 
ment now reads: 


"The minimum rates and wages 
established in Section 6 shaH not 
be subject to deduction for meals 
furnished employes unless such was 
the practice in the restaurant prior 
to June 16. 1933. and if such was 
the case the charge shall Dot-exceed 
25 cents per maaJ ear $3 total in 
any one week."

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COUZENS AND BANKING. 


mpROBABLY nothing in the career of Senator 
••• Couzens of Michigan has attracted- more atten- 
tion than his appearance b'efore the jury investigat- 
ing the banking situation in that state. 


In his testimony, the blunt speaking Detroiter bared 


an old feud, with the treasury department, under 
the Mellon and .Mills regimes. On innumerable oc- 
casions. Senator Couzens has been the harsh critic 
of Mellon, ev«i during those years when a false 
prosperity brought eulogies of the treasurer as the 
greatest since the days of Alexander Hamilton. Mr. 
Couzens has not liked the way the former secretary 
of the treasury handled income tax matters and 
discharged other duties in connection with his of- 
fice. Never before has he made such serious charges 
against a cabinet officer in an administration di- 
rected by his own party as he uttered in Detroit 
Friday. - 


"All during the depression," Senator Couzens de- 


clared, "the administration was in the hands of 
the republicans. All during that time it was under 
the control of Mr. Mellon and Ogden L. Mills. They 
were dictating the policy of the treasury depart- 
ment. All the time they were violating the law In 
respect to their attitude toward national banks." 


The basis of that charge apparently arises in Mr. 


Couzens' statement that federal officials permitted 
the Detroit bank to remain open, despite their know- 
ledge that the institutions were unsound, on the 
theory that prosperity was just, around the corner. 


• 
What happened in the crisis' may be made of the 


greatest value in the event that it will serve as a 
helpful experience, should similar problems arise 
at some future and distant date, senator Couzens 
with uncanny precision points out the greatest weak- 
ness of the Hoover administration. It was guilty of 
too much waiting. It did increase the severity of 
the depression, the distress of minions, the huge 
losses suffered by all classes of citizens, by persist- 
ing in falling back upon the hallucination that 
prosperity was just around the corner. 


Its effects were not limited to banking, but ex- 


tended to all lines of industry and business. The ad- 
ministration apparently came to the conclusion there 
was nothing to be done, except to permit the 
trouble to run its course in the manner of a slow 
disease and wear itself out' gradually. There is a 
great deal of evidence that Mr. Hoover came to this 
decision reluctantly, but in the final months of'his. 
regime was confident he was following the policy 
that was wisest and soundest. 


The banking disclosures in the larger centers of 


population constitute a most dreary and sordid chap- 
ter. Their revelations are shocking in the extreme 
because the banker occupied a position of peculiar 
trust In the community, a position justly won through 
long years of faithful discharge of the confidence 
reposed in him, until it became a tradition in Ameri- 
can life. That which is coming to light now furnishes 
the evidence that in too many cases the banker un- 
mindful Of his place and his responsibility, was 
susceptible to the same mad money craze which 
swept the entire country. 


Senator Couzens painted a very vivid picture of 


high finance as it was practiced in Detroit. In a 
greater or Jess degree, the same practices pre- 
vailed in other sections of the country. It has been 
a painful, bitter, and depressing lesson and it has 
forced the-American people to wage a bitter struggle 
for their existence. Where there Is evidence of 
criminality, if'the practices indluged in do contain 
that clement, the government should proceed with 
rapid and relentless prosecution. That alone will 
satisfy the American people. 


It Is a fortunate thing that the conditions de- 


scribed by Couzens in Detroit were restricted to a 
few of the larger cities. Mr. Roosevelt's initial step 
upon taking office was firm and vigorous action in 
the banking situation. The manner in which he rose 
to meet a grave emergency constitutes one of the 
outstanding achievements of an amazing record of 
fidelity to public welfare..There now is upon the 
statute books, thanks to President Roosevelt and 
Senator Glass, banking legislation which marks an 
epochal turn in financial practices. While it will not 
undo what was done during the period which drew 
withering fire from Senator Couzens, It does safe- 
guard the present and the future. 


PRISON LABOR. 


• 
MOST unfortunate situation will result if In- 
/m mates of the penitentiary and reformatory are 
deprived of all opportunity to work, through closing 
of the shirt, overall and furniture factories. There 
is the danger of these factories being dosed under 
the NRA codes for these industries. 


In approving codes unquestionably the government 


must take into consideration the prison factories. It 
would be unfair to private employers and to the 
thousands of unemployed workers in these industries 
if the code increased the operating costs for all of 
the shirt and overall factories except those in pris- 
ons. The companies which indirectly employ pris- 
oners would have an advantage over private capital 
that would work to defeat the re-employment and 
waite-raisinc plans of the government. 


However there seems to be no reason why the code 


cannot regulate the prison factories without closing 
them. The prisoners, it should be remembered, are 
paid for this factory work. The* code gorerainp the 
Ksrmmt manufacturer* should provide for prison 
wages such that a factory in a penitentiary would 
have no advantage over private capital. 


The need for prison factories, of cowrse. is not to 


increase the output of shirts, overalls or wicker fur- 
niture. Their puitK«e. as far as the state is con- 
cerned, is to keep the prisoners at work, teach th«a 
habits of industry and the elements of a trade. 


Witness is more damaging to prison inmates even 


Shan to these outside the institutions. Free men can-

not be happy or satisfied without work, but there is 
the opportunity to use their leisure to advantage. 
Prisoners cannot fish. hunt, enjoy sports, visit with 
neighbors, or enjoy the ordinary avocations. Unless 
they have work, they must be locked in their cells 
day after day with only a few minutes for "exer- 
cising" under the watchful eye of prison officials. 


Nebraska officials, like those of all modern Insti- 


tutions, attempt to rebuild the prisoners so that they 
may live useful lives when they again return to so- 
ciety. This "reform" purpose fails for some con- 
vlcts but it has been succeeding for many others. The 
basis of this program, however, is keeping the pris- 
oner's time occupied. 


Other states furnish terrible examples of what 


can happen when prisoners are left to serve their 
entire sentences in Idle confinement. The rioting 
and disorders in penitentiaries of a number of states 
have been due to the fact that no work was pro- 
vided for the inmates. With nothing to do but brood 
over their situation, many of the prisoners have be- 
come like beasts, plotting outbreaks , although they 
knew they were almost certain to die in the attempts 
to escape. 


Nebraska has not done all that it should to pro- 


vide work for prisoners. Farming operations- and 
canning of produce could be extended at the peni- 
tentiary especially. These activities would not bring 
the prisoners into such direct competition with free 
labor since the products could be consumed in the 
state institutions. The legislature, despite recom- 
mendations of officials, has refused to make appro- 
priations to buy farming land and construct can- 
ning factories. 


Should the recovery program force closing of the 


factories the state may have cause to regret its fail- 
ure to provide for all work possible at the prison and 
reformatory. It will be forced then to plan some 
new program which will give the men opportunity 
for some work. 


DR. HARBOUR'S WORK. 


ANCE again Henry Fairfield Osborn. director of 
V 
the American Museum of Natural history in 


New York City, visited Morrill hall to pay high tri- 
bute to the work which Dr. E. H. Barbour is doing. 


The Nebraska museum is distinctive in that it it 


devoted entirely to ancient life in the state. In the 
judgment of Dr. Osborn, the foremost authority in 
the nation, it is noteworthy for a most remarkable 
collection of fossil mastodons. 


Even more remarkable are the results which Dr. 


Barbour has obtained with very limited funds. It 
requires genius of the highest order to build a mu- 
seum withouts generous endowment. Only an un- 
quenchable enthusiasm can overcome the 
lack of 


funds. There have been times, no doubt, when Dr. 
Barbour had ample reason to feel that his efforts 
were unappreciated, but they are, and the museum 
which represents his life worfc constitutes a splendid 
memorial to him. 


DEGREES OF GANGSTER GUILT. 


WHE menace of organized banditry has become 
-M. so great in the United States as to call for extra- 
ordinary effort on the part of governmental agencies 
to suppress it. Commendable work is being done in 
Chicago; New York, and other metropolitan cities 
to exterminate this criminal terrorism. The United 
States government is getting its forces In motion to- 
ward the same- end. Some gangsters have actually 
been put into prison and are being kept there; others 
have been killed by alert officers while perpetrating 
their evil deeds; and a few have been legally exe- 
cuted for the murders they committed. 


It is evident that some progress is being made in 


the campaign against leagues of outlawry in the 
large population centers. To accomplish the ultimate 
purpose of effectively breaking them up and mak- 
ing the country safe for law-abiding people, the of- 
fensive must be pushed with unremitting vigor all 
along the line. There must be a literal application of 
the old saying: "No rest for the wicked." - 


Acting Prosecutor Crowley of Chicago suggests that 


"the electric chair has had too long a vacation in 
Cook county." He is getting ready for the trial of 
seven persons on gang murder charges during the 
next two weeks. Crowley will ask that the death 
sentence "be pronounced on these defendants, par- 
ticularly those who are accused of killing policemen. 
X But why draw a distinction? Is it not just as hein- 
ous a crime to shoot down an unarmed citizen in 
cold blood as to engage in axgun battle with an of- 
ficer who carries a weapon'and at least has a chance 
to protect himself with it? 


The slaying of an officer on duty is, indeed, a 


despicable act; but no more so than snuffing out 
the life of a family bread winner, leaving his widow 
and children to mourn and battle the world alone. 
When, as has happened more than once, stray bul-' 
lets from machine loins kill innocent children at 
play, the height of criminal-Jnfamy is reached. 


Professional thugs who do these things for hire, 


or to carry out private grudges, are human vipers 
who deserve no mercy when the law gets its hands 
upon them. Society, to perpetuate itself and safe- 
guard its members, is Justified in 
exterminating 


them. In doing so, it cannot draw a line between 
those who kill policemen and wanton slayers who send 
death-dealing missiles from machine guns in racing 
automobiles to strike down men, women, and chil- 
dren without warning. 


HE HAS SO MANY DEPENDENTS. x 
^THERE'S one fellow that we sincerely hope gets a 
••• Job under the president's re-employment pro- 
gram. He's the Nebraska City man, who registered in 
the Otoe county re-employment program this week 
and reported that he had 4? dependents. 


Questioned by the astonished registration clerk, this 


man admitted that the dependents included many 
"in-laws" but he refused to budge from the 47 total. 
Whereupon we sharpened the pencil and did a little 
figuring. 


Here's how the 47 could be obtained: one wife: two 


parents or parents-in-law; four brothers and sisters; 
four aunu and uncles: ten children; eight wires or 
husbands of children; eighteen grandchildren. 


That figure is obtained so easily weTe convinced 


the Nebraska City man dldn* exaggerate. Probably 
he underestimated the number of dependents because 
he didnt want to hurt the feelings of any of his 
relatives. Of course not more-than one wife could 
be listed, that's a limitation to start with, but there 
are many other places where that schedule could be 
inflated. Instead of two parents there could easily be 
four. Four brothers and sisters to support is prac- 
tically nothing at all for a man and his wife, why 
not double that number. The same thing is true of 
aunts and uncles. The biggest weakness, however. Is 
in not listing any off-spring of the brothers, sisters, 
aunts and uncles. Are none of these to perpetuate 
the family name? Surely there must b» some nieces, 
nephews and cousins dependent upon this man. An 
average of «ne for every brother, sister, aunt and 
uncle should be about right. 


Also there's no reason to suppose that this man 


limited himself to ten children. Lot* of people have 
families of a dozen, fifteen or eighteen. At least two 
or three children should be tacked on the list. And 
of course this is a free country and so aH those chil- 
dren can marry If they want to and there's no rea- 
son to suppose that they dont want to.

Next to 
Shake*p e a r e, £? 
Marlowe was the 
greatest of Eng- 
lish dramatists, 
and had he not 
died a compara- 
tive 1 y young 
man in a tavern 
brawl, he would 
have 
rivalled 
that mighty 
master. I prefer 
his version of 
Faust to Goethe's 
because it is not 
so ponderous, and it also surpasses 
the German's drama in vivid de- 
scription and imaginative power. 
"Faustus" appears to be even 
more than Hamlet the outstanding 
parable of every individual's dilem- 
ma. At first sight his story may 
strike you as a blood curdling warn- 
ing addressed to superstitious folk 
against meddling with the Black 
Art But it is infinitely more mean- 
ingful than that. The original 
legend, woven around the figure of 
real sixteenth century alchemist, 
tells us that sated with his learning 
and longing for a fuller life, he 
signed a compact 
with 
Lucifer 
whereby he was to have his fill of 
fame and pleasure for twenty-four 
rears, after which he had to pay for 
his prolonged spree with nothing 
less than his soul. 
The older ecclesiastics said Faus- 
tus was dammned because he huck- 
stered with the devil. Marlow gets 
nslde the mind of the victim and 
shows how this bad bargain works 
out. It was unlicensed freedom 
based on his acceptance of a thor- 
oughgoing unbelief In any restraints 
that ruined this sixteenth century 
jhiloaopher. Even when he signed 
lis treaty with Mephistopheles he 
mocked at heaven and hell. His ex- 
jerience is repeated in our own age. 
When men and women scorn moral 
and spiritual, principles and re- 
straints, and1 claim absolute liberty 
for mind and body, they simply re- 
enact the tragedy of Faust.

The dermatologist, therefore, de- 
cided to see her in her home sur- 
roundings.

Poison ivy is, of course, another 
common example ^of this sort of 
condition.. But s large number of 
plants are being discovered to pro- 
duce eruptions in sensitive persons. 
The sneeze plant (helenium) which 
grows in every state of the nation, 
but most profusely in Texas. Wash- 
ington, Oregon. Illinois, Ohio. In- 
diana. Pennsylvana and New York, 
Is a frequent offender in this way. 
As it may fill great fields or prair- 
ies. its potentiality for harm is con- 
siderable. 


Dermatitis venenata is an occu- 
pational disease of florists. There 
is here a report of contact derma- 
titis in a florist 
from 
handling 
.chrysanthemums— the leaves, not 
the flowers. 


Here is another report of a vege- 
table merchant who handled 
oranges a great deal— putting them 
into the bags for customers, samp- 
ling them in the wholesale market. 
etc. He also amused, or claimed to 
amuse, his children doing tricks 
with oranges, such as juggling and 
touching a lighted match to the 
spray of oil which resulted from 
squeezing the peel. For a year he 
had been bothered with small wa- 
ter blisters on the 
skin of his 
hands which Itched intensely. He 
was found to be sensitive to orange 
peel, and when he «cr« gloves in 
handling oranges the erupton left 
him. 


It Is easy to find out whether m 
person is sensitive to any plant by 
the patch test. Strap a patch of 
the leaf or flower to the skin with 
adhesive plaster. If an eruption 
occurs at that spot, the skin shows 
sensiUvenew.

Hopeful Code Jam 


Finally Broken. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 19 — (ff) — 
Steel today led America's four Wg^ 
gest industries toward blue eagle 
membership. 


On President Roosevelt's 
desk 


needing only his formal approval 
was a dramatically-obtained 'wage 
and hour llxing code for giant steel. 
He and national recovery adminis- 
tration officials were hopeful that 
this would break the jam that also 
had held coal and oil outside the 
recovery fold, and speed the pend- 
ing 
trade plan 
for 
automobile 
makers. 


Presidential approval and procla- 
mation of the steel agreement was 
virtually certain. At midnight last 
night, after his spokesmen con- 
cluded six hours of plain talk with 
steel's representatives, the agree- 
ment was read to the president over 
the telephone. Mr. Roosevelt, wno 
had expressed a desire for action 
on steel, coal and oil before night- 
lall tonight, approved the compro- 
mise. 


Then Hugh S. Johnson, NRA ad- 
ministrator, announced: 


"The agreement reached upon the 
steel code involves x x x: 


."Hours—Average 
40-hour 
week 
over three months period, with the 
maximum per employe of 48 hours 
and six days per week. On or after 
November 1, 1933, as soon as pro- 
duction reaches 60 per cent capac- 
ity, the 8-hour day for all employes, 
except supervisory, technical and 
emergency employes. 


"Wages—General increase of 15 
per cent has been made since July 
1. Minimum wages fixed in code are 
estimated by steel companies to ex- 
ceed an average of 40 cents per 
hour. (This results from fact that 
higher minimum wages than those

They slip past sentries, de- 
scend on the pacified tribes, killed 
the men, raze the villages, steal the 
flocks, and, with a victorious 
scream, ride back into the moun- 
tains. 
Pursuing troops can not 


catch these swift-moving bands. 
The legionnaires, however, are 


determined to win their goal be- 
fore winter. But even so, there is 
no assurance that the tribes will 
remain peaceful.

Municipal collections for the year 
ending May 11, lacked $1,200,901.u:i 
of equalling the disbursements lor 
the same period, according to the 
report of John C. Shepard. auditor, 
filed Friday, with the city clerk. As 
a result many funds, mostly special 
assessment funds were "in the red", 
the total overdrafts being $282,- 
818J60. The receipts for the year 
were 
$2,305,77308, and disburse- 
ments, $3,504,684.01 
On May 1, 1932, there was a bal- 
ance in all funds Of $1,996,363.99. 
On May 11 a year later this had 
been reduced to $801,453 07. On the 
same date tne fire fund was over- 
drawn 
$4,056.37, 
and 
only 
tne 
sharpest cuts in expenses and other 
savings kept the fire defict from 
reaching $18,000 at the end of the 
fiscal year, September 3. 
Other funds showing overdrafts 
are the water, $69,402.21; University 
Place and Bethany special assess- 
ments, $22,40014; College View pav- 
ing and gravel, $8,02195; and spe- 
cials of the same suburb, $11,699 20. 
One of the overdratts that makes 
the total appear so large Is tnat in 
the building fund which shows $141,- 
168.96 in the red 
There is no 


significance to this, however, since 
by a vote of the electors, the coun- 
cil was authorized to erect the new 
building at Tenth and Q streets, on 
a special levy at the rate of $25,- 
000 annually of which 90 per cent 
is appropriated. The cost of the 
structure was paid in cash from 
surpluses and warrants now carried 
in the treasurer's cash drawer.
